Hi all, 


My name is Frank Kienast. My call is KB9QEI, and I live in central 
Indiana. I recently was discussing my QRP experiments with someone on 2 
meters, and he recommended that I subscribe to this list and post my 
questions here. 


After obtaining my Tech Plus license last spring and talking on VHF for 
a while, I decided to try my hand at CW last summer. I built a Ramsey 


QRP-40 kit, and obtained a crystal for the 40 meter Novice band. 
Unfortunately, I knew little about antennas and had no way to measure 
SWR, so not surprisingly I didn't make any contacts. 


A month or so ago, I decided to try again. I put up a 35-foot long 
longwire antenna across my apartment, and was able to obtain a 
reasonable ground from a water pipe (I am on the first floor). I used 
an MFJ-259 SWR analyzer and found an SWR of around 2.8:1. I also 
measured the power output of my QRP transmitter using a 50-ohm resitor 
and diode/capacitor. I found around 7.5 volts across the capacitor, 
indicating around (7.5)%2/2*50 = 0.5 Watts. With no contacts despite 
numerous CQ's, I decided to build an amplifier to increase power. With 
the amplifier, I measure around 4 Watts output. I also borrowed an 
antenna tuner, and am able to get a 1.2:1 SWR match for my 
antenna/ground setup. I called CQ dozens of times, at various times of 
the day. I tried adding "/QRP" to my call sign, and I tried responding 
to others CQ's. Still no luck. 


To see if my signal was getting out at all, I built a little Basic Stamp 
circuit and programmed it to send "Test de KB9QEI" in CW at regular 
intervals. I drove to various locations with my Radio Shack DX-398 SW 
portable, and was able to copy my signal everywhere in town (up to 7 
miles away) using just the whip antenna on the radio (outside of the 
car). Therefore, I know my signal is getting out at least a little 
ways. 


I realize that my antenna is not optimal, being on the first floor and 
inside. However, I am running 4 Watts or so output power and hopefully 
this makes up for some of the loss and at least gives me say the 
equivalent of a watt output into a good antenna (maybe not?). Do you 
think my antenna is the problem? Or, is it just that no one is 
listening for QRP in the Novice part of the band? I am in the process 
of upgrading my licence (in fact, I have passed the General and Advanced 
theory but have not yet been able to pass the 13WPM CW), but for now I 
am limited to the Novice band. I operate between 7111 and 7116. The 
sensitivity of the DX-398, using the same antenna for receiving as I use 
to transmit, appears to be good. I hear many QSO's and often find the 
Novice band quite crowded with signals using this setup. 


Any advice on why I am not making contacts and what I might be able to 
do to remedy this problem would be appreciated.

While it may just be a spell of bad luck for you, 
please consider the following. 


Ramsey kits have (how shall I put this...) a rather 
dubious reputation. Have you tested and xverifiedx 
that your kit is listening in the right spot relative 
to your xmitted signal? If not, you may have been 
calling and listening "high and to the right", as 
they say on the range. Folks may have been calling 
you, but if that's way off your receive freq, you'd 
never hear ‘em. 


With two rigs you can test this - tune them both to 
what should be the same freq. Both hooked up to 
dummy loads. If they "hear" each other on the same 
freq, you're OK. 


Also, what's the freq range on the rig? If only a 
few KHz, I'd highly recommend looking for a used 
MFJ QRP rig. They're quite adequate for the price 
($100-$130) and you can have the entire band to 
search and play with. 


Assuming it's not equipment, we can move to technique. 
For now (since you're starting out), are you looking 
for the loudest sigs on the band and calling them? I 
realize you've called a few, but as you mentioned your 
antenna is less than optimal. Finding the loudest sigs 
(and if necessary, waiting for them to end a QSO) is 

a good way to hedge your bet for now. 


Finally, you can do what I used to do. As a condo ham, 

I got tired of hidden wires so I started operating 
portable. Went to a local park and just tossed a simple 
dipole into the trees. Not too high - didn't need to 

be. With a basic resonant dipole, you'll be putting 

out more than enough RF from your portable spot. With 
summer coming up, it'll be nice to be outside anyway. :-) 
I xreallyx recommend trying this! 


Again, I'd look for a second rig. Used MFJ QRP rigs 


are just fine. Having a Ramsey kit as your first and 
only QRP rig xmayx be a bit more grief than you need 
right now. Again, IMHO. If I still had my MFJ, I'd 
offer to loan you mine. :-( 


Best of luck and above all, PLEASE KEEP US POSTED! 
Don't give up - you've got a thousand or two QRPers 
here who are anxious to make sure you succeed at 
QRP. Some of the sharpest ops/ears in the world are 


right here. Set up a sked - give us a time and freq 
to look for ya. If you CAN be heard, you WILL be 
heard. ;-) The odds are in your favor!

Hello, 


I purchased a Weller WTCP soldering station about 17 years ago, and it 
is still going strong. I read a message here about a week ago 
regarding a possible sale on the WTCPN (N revision to the same basic 
soldering station I purchased 17 years ago, only "updated" with 
enhancements over the years.) I thought about buying the new station 
when I decided to telephone Weller, aka Cooper Industries in Apex, NC, 
919-362-1709, to see what I would really gain if I got the new 
station, and if there are any updates offered for my station. I spoke 
with a lady who quickly recognized that I needed to speak with Larry, 
a technical support engineer. Larry told me that while the current 
station is an upgrade, it is basically the same station that is being 
sold today, and that I wouldn't gain many benefits by buying the new 
station. He said that both stations use the same tips, and they are 
available in 600, 700 & 800 degree heat ranges in a variety of shapes. 
I asked about heat selections, and he told me that when soldering on a 
circuit board, if it takes more than 3 seconds to solder the joint, 
use a hotter tip, and if it takes less than 1 second, use a cooler 
tip. I have been using the 700 degree tip for years and found that it 
works well for my general soldering needs. He also said that my tip 
is grounded, and safe for static sensitive soldering, but that the 
plastic isn't rated for static sensitive applications and thust cannot 
be used for MILSPEC and similar soldering applications. On the other 
hand, he said that he wouldn't be afraid to use my station for any 
static sensitive application because the tip is grounded. He said 
that if the heater/tip holder has two screws holding it to the handle, 
it has the EC234 plug in heater, and if it has 3 outer and 1 near 
center screw, then it is the wired in heater. Both types of heaters 
are still being made, and I can get them replaced if needed. 


Based on this conversation, I am very happy I chose the Weller 17 
years ago, and he told me to expect it to work well for years to come. 
I recommend that you invest in the WTCPN for ~$115, and have a long 
lasting, reliable tool.

a treat and to retire my ~20 yo weller 25W iron.As things get smaller, 
you'll want a small pointy tip, and some really thin solder. this will 
help if you ever solder a kit with a CPU (and help if the board isn't 
solder masked). If you don't already have one, get an iron with a 
grounded tip (3 wire plug). I also use a 40 watt iron for disassembly of 
junk boards. This allows me to get the solder liquid quickly so i can 
remove the part before i burn my fingers. : )) Also, get some 
desoldering braid (thin for assembly/repair, thick for disassembly), and 
an anti-static solder sucker. 


My SW40+ went together nicely, and i think that it'll go together for 
anyone comfortable with an iron. 


Were you doing anything wrong? i doubt it...but as time goes along, 
you'll begin to see where you can improve your soldering technique.

Hi Frank, 


Welcome to QRP - don't give up yet! My first QRP rig was also a Ramsey 
but for 30 meters. For a receiver, I used a Magnavox D2999. The antenna 
was a dipole at 50 feet and I worked 17 countries from Connecticut during 
a year of very casual operating. I'm telling you this because the problem 


with your set-up is definately the antenna. 


An indoor random wire with no real counterpoise would be 
borderline-adequate with a 100 watt transmitter. For QRP, you need an 
outdoor antenna and if the antenna is a vertical or random wire, you need 
an RF ground, ie, radials. I am all too aware that this is not possible 
at all home QTH's. I have recently been combining ham radio (QRP) with 
camping out and it is great fun. Like you, I have a random wire at home 
(40 feet long) with 2 ground radials. At my favorite campsite I put up an 
inverted V at 25 feet. The difference between these two antennas on 40m 
was phenomenal. Moral of the story: at QRP, antenna is everything!

Your Ramsey transmitter and that DX 398 are not the easiest set up, to say the 
least. 


But wow, are you learning. Isn't it amazing that when things don't work, we 
learn so much more trying to figure out why--than when they work just fine. 


My advice is likely to draw some lightning, but here it is. Your first 
problem is that calling CQ with a crystal controlled QRP rig is a lousy way to 
make contacts. You would be much much more likely to make contact by 
listening for a station calling CQ within that narrow range of your 
transmitter. In general, calling CQ with QRP will net a contact about 1/10th 
as often as pouncing on someone else's CQ. The only fly in the ointment is 
that you will have to master the technique of getting your transmitter smack 
onto the freq of the incoming signal, if you want to maximize your chances of 
nailing him. The problem with your calling CQ is that very few ops will be 
looking to start a QSO with a weak station--many more will listen carefully 
for anyone, weak or strong, answering their own CQ call. 


Your next rig (when you can) should be one of the transceivers made by one of 
the QRP firms: OHR, SWL, Wilderness, Emtech, etc. Or as Joe Gervais 
suggested, if you want a ready-built, the MFJ QRP rig is very good. Part of 
your problem is also due to the width of the receiver you are using, so that 
you can't be entirely sure when you are spot on the other guy's freq--as 
required when you call to answer someone else's CQ. The little rigs offered 
by these firms solve that problem for you by putting the transmitter right on 
the freq of the signals heard in the receiver. Right now, the Elmer course, 
just getting under way, spotlights the SWL 40+, which is cheap and excellent. 
That would be a way for you to go, as making contacts with your current setup, 
while certainly not impossible, will continue to be difficult. And contacts 
are important to a novice, to avoid frustration and enhance operating skills. 
Fishing forever is no fun when they never bite. Do consider joining the Elmer 


course, as you are just the right kind of recruit that course was designed 
for. 


And welcome. You are in a good place to keep learning, and as you learn, you 
will find the skills you need to improve your contact-making abilities. 


Finally, your short indoor wire might be enough to make some contacts, but an 
outdoor wire would be massively better. If your apartment building has a 
metal frame,however, you are trying to work from inside a sheild, and you are 
not helping things, to say the least. I used to live on the top floor of a 
building, and used to drop a wire out the window 40 feet or so. Worked out 
well. You might try the reverse. Go up to the roof, if you have access, or 
to the apartment of a friend above you and hang a wire down from there into 
your window. Magnet wire is nearly invisible and cheap for this use. 

Remember to scrape the insulation off the transmitter end. Also, I don't see 
where you are using a wire tuner. You do need to bring the SWR down. Not for 
aesthetics. The transfer of power from that little transmitter is only 
maximized when you match its output to the wire antenna. While it won't 
improve the antenna, it will improve the amount of power you are putting onto 
the end of the wire. (Right, LB?) Frank, I have a spare wire tuner I can 
lend you, if you like. 


I gather from your access to the MFJ antenna analyzer that you have a more 
experienced ham around somewhere. I shouldn't think you own that piece of 
expensive equipment at this early stage! Ask him/her to come over to help you 
get going--that's what Elmers are for! House calls are often the best way to 
make sure a Novice gets going. 


Anyway, keep going. You are on the right track.

Again, I agree. I will be building the SW40+ starting tonight and I 
think you would be very pleased with its performance and its cost is 
only $55 so its not like investing in a Kenwood/Yaesu/Icom type rig for 
megabucks.

Fifteen years ago, I lived in a ground floor apartment. I borrowed a 
ladder from the apartment complex handyman and got access to the roof of 
my bulding. This put my inverted-L antenna up 75 feet or so in the clear 
where it worked real well. Worked fifty or so countries on ten meters 
one afternoon qrp during a dx contest. Worked well over a hundred 
countries qrp with that antenna. I used a water faucet outside my window 
for ground. I also used tuned counterpoise laying on the floor in my 
bedroom. 


Getting the antenna up did involve a bribe. And this needed to be 
repeated now and then when I needed access to make some repairs. Magnet 
wire doesnt last forever! Just make sure that you dont go up on the roof 
on a Friday afternoon of a very windy Labor Day Weekend. I did once. 
Almost as soon as I got up there to start my repairs, the wind blew over 
my ladder leaving me stranded for three or four hours before I could 
find anyone around to set the ladder back up. Thank God it was sunny and 


not stormy.

Operating time was limited but it sure was fun to carry the little rig 
along. The antennas went into the fanny pack, and the coat pockets, the 
rig, key, and ear buds went along in a calculator case. Eight AA Renewal 
batteries were used for power. The basic strategy was to take a couple of 
hikes each day and operate for at most an hour at a time. 

I moved the power up from the normal 0.5 Watts used at home, to 
as I was to find out latter was a great 0.7 Watts. It was done quickly as 
I went out the door without measurement. I was aiming for 1 Watt. I used 
the homebrew vertical for most of the contacts. It did not work real well 
from the mountain top, but did a great job from the lake shore at the 
foot of the mountains. It might have been terrain or the fact that both 
mountain top operations were at about 1 PM local time and many were not 
on the bands yet. I did take two radials form the vert. and turn them 
into an inverted V at one point while on the top of Sharp Top Mtn. It had 
to be run through the ZM-2 as the radials are a bit short for a real 
dipole. The signals were better with that arrangement. 

I stayed with 20 Meter only. I had the 40 Meter module along and 
a long wire for the band but never found the time to put it up. I 
probably should have taken the 15 Meter module along. 

In all it was a fun trip and well worth the effort. N4BP got the 
honor of the first QSO from the top of Sharp Top Mtn - at about 3900 ft. 
KONI go the last QSO from Harkening HI11 at about 3600 ft. The distance 
records went to NQ7X in AZ and VE6XT in AB. Those were both from the 
shore of Abbot Lake at an elevation of about 2400 ft with Short Top to 
the Southwest, Flat Top (4000 £t) to the Northeast and Harkening Hill to 
the Northwest. 

Net result was 13 QSOs - 1 DUP - 10 States and Canada. I'll have 
to figure out the score.

I have had my best luck with inverted Vee's, but sometimes I like to hang 
a quarter-wave of wire out the window (of my classroom) to a convenient 
spot at least 10 feet up.
